Fatal AFFRAY ON BOARD THE 
AMERICAN SHIP “S?. DAVID"

Botweon eight and nine o’olook on Sunday 
evening a fatal affray coourred on boord the 
Anoricaa ship St, David, which arrived hereon 
the 16th instant from New York with a cargo of 
Eernsino. It appeara that the ateward of tho 
vosaol, who isa coloured Amorican named George 
.Heary Sorrow, had had some worda with the |» 
second mata, Antone: Lundin, a maturalized 
Amoriean of Norwogian ortrastion, and in 
the course gf the quarrel Borrow shot Lundin 
dead with s. revolver.

THE IMPROVEMENTS AT THE. 
EKOWLOQN.DOCKS. - 


The greatly increased business of the Hong- 
kong and Whampoa Dock Company, Limited, has 
of late necessitated, as is alroady well"known. vory 
considerable additions both to the buildings and 
plant of thié popular institution, which undor 
skilled direction has now been built-up to pro- 
portions rivalling many of the largost: ostablish- 
mants in Europa. 

On approaching the Dooks tho first thing that 
will be noticed is a line of railway on the western 
ond of the premises; the rails arecontinued on the 
outside along the northern wall the entire longth 
ofthe buildin‘;: cud then onter the Company's 
grounds ot the ¥.-‘h-eastern corner, being from 
thencs continu on to tha great new No, 3 
Dock, from whence the materials excavated are 
carried by trucks.drawn by ono of Yohn Fowler 
and Son's small locomotives to the western end 
of the premises, where a pieco of Government 
ground is now in course’ of reclamation 
from the wators of tha harbour. On enter: 
ing tha pketaisos ‘the visitor will ses, ad. 
vancing to grovt him, the stalwart form 
of Adam Hogg, the Compauy’s piper. Adam 
Ego condescends to perform the purhaps less 
congenial duties of head watchman and thiot- 
catcher-gonoral to'the ostablishment, and to such 
good effect did hs ply his vocation amongst tho, 
plitering fraternity that daring the list’ yoar 
Adam goored some 110 convictions agninst hia 
thiaving adversarios. Standing some 100 or more 
feet inland from the great shear polos used 
for lifting heavy materials in or ont of vessuls 
caming-slongside may be notigad a huge mass of 
sonffolding enclosing a: curiously built stumpy 
looking irom vessel, Tho oraft has a rocker kéol 
and both sods are bows alike. She is constrne- 
tot entirely of iron, and is also fitted’ with 
six iron decks, Thig vessel is nothing loss 
than the groat caisson or gate which will keep 
the water ont of the new dock when completed 
The caisson. is now being huilt and temporarily 
fitted togethor in its present position, to be 
aflurwards taken down piece by pisoe and re- 
built permanently in the new dock’'when that 
largo excavation is in sufflciontly advanced o 
stata for its reception. ‘The total area of groand 
now occupied by the Company at Kowloon is 
some 108,333 square yards, being in longth along 
the water frontage 150)'foot by some 650 foot 
in depth. 

Near the north-western end of the dook 
promises is a lofty new building soma 260 
foot in length by overs hundrod feotin total 
broadth. This may not inaptly be likened to a 
cathodral with a nave and two aisles; the preach- 
ing dono hore will, however, be of sw eminently 
practicaland convincing nature, for thia is the now 


| bailer erecting and machine shop which has just 


‘boon completed in order to afford increased accom- 
modation for the new and improved machinory 
which has lately been arriving from’ Barope. 
Tho-lofty centre building is 260 fest in length 
by 43 foet in breadth; this will be the boiler 
orceting ond machina shop. To northward 
of this and communicating with it by brick- 
work arches is an aisle of the same length 
bat considerably less lofty; this is soma 90 
feet in breadth. These two erections have 
iron roofs supported by iron’ columns. To 
the south is anothor siudle of the same length 
and 92 foot broad ; this is of the same height as 

the aisle on the north, but has an iron roof sup- 
ported by iron’pillars on its sonth side and at-its 
two ends, being thus open’ to ths air on threo: 
aides. At the western end and oxtending to the 
south of this long aisle or.shed is another large 
iron roofed shed supported on iron pillars. This 
isthe fornace shed.. ‘The long séuthorn aisle 
is tho machine shop proper, while the northern 
aisle is tho boilar makers blacksuith’s shop. 
This last has along its northern wall wader tho 

roof 8 eapacions iron fluo extending the ontira 

length of the building. This flue communicates 

witha large sft or stack outside the build- 
ing. Under ‘hi: flue along the wall of tho 
hop aro tho Siackamiths’ forges, 30 in. nam- 
per, each “having a hood aod chimney dom- 
municating with the main fine, go that inatesd 
of the thick and yitinted atmosphere 20 gon- 
orally found in blacksmiths’ shops, this bailding 
will be free from smoko und algo well lighted by 
the spacious’ windows all along tha upper part of 
the building. The tall cantre shop has in it tho 
magnificent boiler orectingemschiaery only just 
arrived from -Bagland. This consists ofa boiler. 
pad torning and cutting ont machine, alsoa boilor 
shell drilling maching,-whioh has a ciroular bed 
upon which are four drills working simultaneous- 
ly. The plates are here temporarily fustened to- 
gother with s few service bolts and the boiler is 
thon swung into position upon the hydraulic ri- 
vetting machine. These great masces of metal 
sre moved with the greatest ease by a powerful 
steam travelling crane, which travels eapported 
‘upon strongly constructed iron girders tha entire 
length (260 foot) of tho shop. Tho work turned 
out by the rivetting machine referred to is of 
exoallent description, being incomparably stron- 
ger as well a8 superior in appearance to the old

hammers as the Chinese do will never make safe 
boilers, the fibrous internal structure of the iron 
being weakened slthongh externally the boiler 
may not show any serious actual cracks, In al- 
dition to this there ig qlso an improved angle- 
iron hoating furnaco of latest modorn sonstrac- 
tion, Adjoining the furnace shad and machine 
shop is the engine house and ‘boilor shot. The 
engines are a beantifally finished piecd of work, 
having two horizontal cylinders 16 inches diauo- 
ter by 30 inchna atroke, the large fly whool anf 
sovon {got driving pulley boing situated botweon 
them, This pulloy turns tho great longth of 
shafting (260 feat), which extendas along the.svall 
ofthe machine shop its entire length. In the en- 
gine-bouse is alsoa Roots blower, worked either by 
its own independent engine or by alloy from the 
maain engine ot pleasare. “This blower supplies 
blast for all the 30 forges and furnaoes in tha 
side blackamith's shop off tha main boiler ereo!- 
ing show. Near the furnaoa shed is the large 
shaft or stack whieh creatas a drangit for the 
furrnces, . 

Ontaide tho northern wall of the now black- 
smjth’s shop roferrod to is 4 well 35 foot doop by 
IO feet dinmoter. the water in which has been 
good and plentiful all throughout the past ver 
trying dry season. Communicating with this well 
is. 8 powerful pump which forces the water into 
two large.cironlar iron tanks, which being situated 
at aconsiderable elovation. givea good head of 
water for supplying the various boilers and 
hydraulic machinery abont the works, 

To tho south of the new machine shop is the 
shipbuilding yard aod patuat slip. Hero is si- 
tuated on immense jib craue moving ‘through a 
tirele of o hundred foot in dinmotor, Horo also 
are numeroiss ships and yosaala in course of oon- 
atraction, as also the graatiron caisson pravious- 
ly referred to. 

‘Immedistely to the eastward is situated the 
No, 2 Dock, and adjoining this are the offices 
and stores. Hore may be observed a great mass 
of iron in all forms—plate, bar, rod, angle-iron, 
the massive fat bars used for the keels of iron 
vegseld, armour-plate, and other forms too 
numerous to specity; also copper and brasa in 
all forms, large quantities of lead, ziuo, tin, paints 
and oils, locks, hinges, door and cabin furniture 
and ships’ hardwaro in all concoivablo shapes and 
forms. Hore also are tools both for iron and 
wood working in all thoir endless variety. East- 
ward of this is the No. 1 Dook, and in rear, that 
iaté the north of this dock sud the offices and 
stores, is situated another fitting and maohine 
shop fitted throughout its length with a travell- 
ing oranoand fornished with all necessary shatt- 
ing pulleys, &o.,&¢,, to work the numerous pisces

placa to recaive it, Immodiatuly in reae of the* 
tock to thé northward is'a quarry in: which 
blockd of still unweathered grunite are found 
ambedded in disintagratad granite quite soft 
and which may be dug away with a pic!

Tho decros of the President of the Frénok 

Republic on the organisation of the ‘Anuam and 

Tonquin protectorate has bean published. It 

is accompanied by a report by M. Freycinet, 

which is as follows: 

Report AppRESsED BY THE. PRESIDENT or 
tan CouScrn To tHe PRusiDENT OF THE 
Rervauic-on THE OBGANIBSATION OF THE 
PROTECTORATE oO ANNAM AND TONQUIN. 

The: pacification of Annam and Tongain is 
now sufficiently advanced to warrunt the placing 
of the country under thy civil authority and the 
osganisation of the protectorate on a dofuite 
basis. Tho accompanying deores is intended to 


ideas of simplicity and economy which have boeo 
recommended by Parliament, and without which 
the country will not view with favour tho ortan- 
[sion of our colonial domain, ~ 

Tho principle of tho future organisation may 
be atated in a for words. 

The Protectorate of Annam and Tonquin is to 
be a distinct and indopandont service, having its 
own laws and its owu budgot, and will have no 
other relation with the Metropolitan Govern- 
ment than such as may result from the appoint 
ment by tho lattor of the Reaidynt-Guneral and 
a fow high functionaries and tho granting of the 
subvention which will he neosaary for some 
years to come to balance tha reosipts and ex- 
penditare, The administration, therafora, will ba 
entirely located in Anuam and ‘Tonguin, and the 
control only will bo rosorved to the Metropolis, 
‘The responaibility of th» Rasilant-Gonoral will 
be considerable, and on bis ability will depand 
in great measare tho success of this lvhoriaas 
enterprise. . 

The adsninistratiye system provided for the 
Protectorate is of the least coniplicn$ud charao- 
tor, It conforms, moreover, ta -tho trenties

the No. | Dook, is the great forging and heavy 
blacksmiths workshop. Here is a forging’ 
farnace, & spocioa of roverbhoratory somewhat 
similar to a puddling farnade.. In this furnace all 
the wrought acrap iron about the tice, instead 
of being sold for next to nothing, ag was formerly 
the case, is' heated up by the flame passing over 
the bed of the furnace in whioh it is placed, and, 
is then madointo solid forgings by boing placed 
ander large now steam-hammer. Tho fnol in 
this furnace is separated by a low tire brick 
bridga from the bed of the farnace upon which 
the metal is placed, and the waste heat and 
flames, after passing andor a large stoam boiler 
outside the shop, are conduoted into a tall 
chimney stack hering upon its top an iron 
damper which can be opened or olosed by sn 
iron wire ropa leading down from the top 
to the bottom of the chimney. In this forg- 
ing shop there are two steam haminers, pow- 
erful oranas, and numerous ‘smaller forges for 
blacksmiths uso. In order to give an ides of the 
magnitude of the work which can now oe taken 
in hand, if may be montioned that the sternpost 
of the steamer Camelot, just turned out of dook, 
was u solid forgiag of over six tons in weight, 
while the rudder now just completed weighs 
two tons fifteen hundredwoight. 

Noxt to the forging shop is tha moulding shop, 
which is provided with two powarfal jib cranes and 
all the nesessary paraphernalia and appliances of 
a completely fitled moulding shop. Divided from 
the shop by a wall on its nortlorn side, but com- 
muntloating by aporturoa for tho molten metal 
to ron through, are the. thrae melting furnaces 
or cupolas and a, blowing machine providing 
blast for the.furnaces. “ At the western and of 
this large moulding shop is a platform some 
ten fest high supported by iron pillars; upon 
this ore throo brass ond copper molting fur- 
neces, and arrangements for casting brass in all 
its various forms, . 

Still proceeding to the eastward wa now come, 
on the northern or inland. portion of the premises, 
to the long rows of buildings’ aud_houses built 
to acodmmodate the numerons staff of employia 
of the Company. Hore also is a commodious 
Libvary and Billiard Room for recrcation in 
hours of leisure. To the south of the buildings 
are the great stores of geaszned teak, pine, cranks, 
kaoas, logs and spars and all forms of timbor 
‘used in shipbuilding, Hero alse is ‘tha wood 
working machinery, This consists of-a large 
frame-saw capable of sawing up logs of ‘any size 
or Jength and ‘sawing them also into 15 planks 
at a time. Commagniosting with this saw ia 
a powerfal overhead travelling crane which 
picka the great logs of wood from tho 
water and either passes thom diroat into tho enw 
machine or on to the wood stores at pleasure. 
There are also several large‘and emall ciroolsr 
anwe, 8 band saw, two planing machines, a fos- 
ther snd groove mavhine, a Merticeing machine, 
end sororal moulding machines, this wood 
working machinery ia of tho Intest and most 
approved mogarn construction, and is actuated 
by a powerful engine and shafting and Lelting, 
nthe usual manner. - 

Still going oastward we arrive at the New 
Dock called the No: 3, in course of sonstruc- 
tion. Hore on“its northern end. is the ter- 
minus of the line of railway 
ferred to, while to the south on the water 
side, is the coffer dam designed to keep 
the water out of the great excavation uow in 
progress.
